“Big Jim” O'Leary, as he was 
known to thousands of followers: of 
the turf,’ died early last evening at 
his residence, 726 West Garfield boule- 
vard. Although he had been in failing 
health for more than a year, and 
under a doctor’s care, his death was 
unexpected. 

As was his daily custom, he visited 
‘his office in South Halsted street, 
where of late he operated a commis. 
sion brokerage business. Not feeling 
able to transact business, he returned 
home earlier than usual. The attend- 
ing physician, Dr. F. F. Fair, was 
called, and he 
that Mr. O’Leary’s condition was séri- 
ous. He lapsed into unconsciousness 
and passed away at § o'clock. 

The decedent is survived by his 
widow and five children—three daugh- 
ters and two sons—all of whom are 
married. A sister Mrs. James Ledwell, 
also survives. 

Mother’s Cow Started Fire. 

James Patrick O’Leary, the bap- 
timsmal uname of the decedent, was 
born at 137 De Koven street, the start- 
ing point of the great Chicago fire. 
His mother’s. cow is credited with 
having kicked over a lamp that set fire 
to the O’Leary stable. The date was 
Oct. 8, 1871, and a large part of the 
city was laid waste by the conflagra- 
tion that raged for thirty-six hours. 

“Big Jim,” however, always vigor-| 


‘ously denied that the cow was to blame 


for the holocaust. He was too young 
at the time of the fire (being only 2 
years of age) to know anything about 
it except from hearsay. His parents 
often told him that the story about) _ 
the cow and the lamp Was a menu 
mental fake. 

During his young manhood O'Leary 
worked in the Stock Yards. On ac- 
count of his gigantic, frame and 
prowess he was called “ Big Jim.” 

Follower of Races. é 

More than thirty years ago O “Leary 
opened a saloon in Halsted street, near 
the entrance to the Stock Yards. He 
soon added a handbook for betting on 
the races. His place became a rendez- 
vous for followers of the turf. He

stone residence on Garfield boulevard 
that was one of the show places of the 
south side.

RISKS LIFE FOR 


SACRAMENT AT 
$200,000 FIRE 


Police Save Priest; 
Nuns Flee. 


Policemen early today saved the life 
of the Rev. J. P. Suerth, pastor of St. 
Francis de Sales Roman Catholic 
church at 102d street and Avénue J 
after he had risked it in an effort to 
save the Holy Sacrament from the 
flames consuming the building. 

The aged priest had rushed into the 
smoke filled church and was groping 
towards the altar upon which rested 
the ciborium containing the consecrat- 
ed wafers when he was overcome by 
the smoke and fell to the floor. 

Patrolmen Fitzgerald and McMullen 
had followed the priest into the build- 
ing, however. They picked him up and 
carried him to the open air where 
after he was revived he was with diffi- 
culty dissuaded from renewing his 
effort. 

Fire Gets Lead. 
Meantime the fire had obtained a 
lead which the firemen could not over- 
come. The flames rapidly consumed 
the church and spread to the roof of 
the convent adjoining. 

One fireman was severely injured. 
He is Pipeman E. J. Laughlin of en- 
gine company No. 73. It is believed 
his leg was fractured when a heavy 
hose slipped from his grasp and cut 
him down. Scores of other firemen 
were temporarily overcome by the 
dense smoke.

Cardinal’s First Wedding. —

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RECORD BUDGET; 
LITTLE DEBATE 


Share of Schools Is 
Over 75 Million. 


Chicago's largest appropriation dim. 
contemplating expenditures during 
1925 of approximately $185,629,653 for 
all municipal activities, including 
those of the school board, was adopted 
by the city council late yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Not only does its size estab- 
lish a. new record, but its ratification 
more than two months before March 
31, the legal deadline, shatters all 
precedents as well. 

The budget for 1924 was $170,951,013. 
The 15 million increase and 10 million 
in addition are due to a 25 million dol- 
lar addition to the school budget, which 
the school board hopes to meet by in- 
creased revenue. The amount is large- 
ly for school buildings. 


Attacks Are Lacking. 

Of the total of the whole munici- 
pal budget, $47,085,613, the amount 
recommended by the finance com- 
mittee as being well within the city’s 
expected revenue, was set apart for 
corporate purposes. Haif a dozen prom- 
ised attacks on the corporate budget 
faded when, after a few moments of 
indecision, the council, sitting as a 
committee of the whole, ordered the 
galleries cleared of spectators. 

With the spectators went the neces: 
sity for oratory. Only one alderman— 
Timothy A. Hogan (lith }—succeeding 
in denting the finance committee's pro- 
gram.’ He ‘persuaded his colleagues 
to inseft an item of $540 to provide 
salaries for three council pages. 

Put Through in Three Hours. 

A well organized finance commit 
tee machine pushed the bill through 
the committee of the whole in little 
more than three hours. When the 
aldermen reconvened as the council 
and summoned Mayor Dever to pre- 
side, Ald. Wiley W. Mills [37th] re- 
corded the only vote opposed to its 
adoption. The allotment of $400,000 
for judgment payments, as well as 
an appropriation for the Chicago plan 
commission, in a bill which made no 
provision for salary increases, was an 
injustice he could not approve, Mills 
declared. 

The bill makes no provision for the 
salary increase demanded by sixty-five 
cfty elevator and building inspectors 
who went on strike Wednesday. 

The men returned to their work yes- 
terday after a conference with Mayor 
Dever, who is said to have promised 
them that they would be taken care 
of, Their remaining chance of relief 
Hes in the possibility of a supple- 
mental budget bill before July 1. 

Leaves Courts as Before. 

Nor does the bill set apart funds 
for the employment of court report- 
ers in the criminal division. of the 
Municipal court, recommended by 
Chief Justice Olson and the associate 
judges in a meeting Monday night. 
Judge John H. Lyle, who appeared 
to sponsor the plan, was told that 
the judges’ request had not been pre- 
sented to the finance committee. 

One after the other, attempts to re 
duce or increase various departmental 
appropriations from the amounts sug- 
gested by the finance committee were 
defeated by rousing shouts of “ No.” 

Ald. George M. Maypole [28th] failed 
when he carried into the open the 
fight he had waged unsuccessfully 
in the finance committee to reduce 
the number of police captaincies 
from forty to twenty-eight, the num- 


acting as captains have been filling the 
twelve vacancies. Maypole's motion 
to increase the number of lieutenanclies 
from 150 to 160, adding $29,000 to the 
annual budget total, also was lost. 
Ald. Jacob M. Arvey [24th] stirred 
up a heated debate wien he attacked 
an appropriation of $3,600 for the sal- 
ary of a chief investigator employed 
by the zoning board of appeals. The 
appropriation was approved, however, 
Frank 8S.

No judge can 
render honest service by holding court 
four hours a day, and certainly the 
judge who purloins time that is already 
bought and paid for by the people and 
reselis that time through a broker, is 
cheating his employer.

Politics is 
sometimes corrupt, but the corruption 
is never due so much. to the activity 
of the bad men who are in it as it is 
to the neglect and indifference of the 
good men who stay out of it.

Then Lincoln park laborers per- 
formed about $15,000 worth more of 
work to equip the clubhouse. They 
were paid by the park--rather, by the 
taxpayers. 

What Is Water For? 


First they removed four strips of 
sod from the edge of Sheridan road 
to the edge of the lagoon, a distance 
of 400 feet. These strips were the 
start of ditches, five feet deep, which 
they dug next. Into one ditch was 
lowered a gas main made by Lincoln 
park plumbers. In the second was 
placed an electricity conduit, wired by 
Lincoln park electricians. In the third 
was placed a four inch water main, 
the size generally used to supply large 
villages. From this main line two 
two-inch lines run to the clubhouse. 
Club members’ use for the water has 
not been ‘explained. 

Then park employés were 
work filling in the ditches. 

And tugboat No. 1 remains with the 
club.

Plazas Under Ground. 


Each of the proposed lower level 

sidewalks or pedestrian subways would 
be connected with the traction subway 
passenger stations and with under- 
ground plazas at all street intersec- 
tions, he said. Entrances would be 
provided to the basement levels of 
abutting buildings and the basem=nts 
now used for storage or other purposes 
could be converted into valuable sales- 
room space. ; 
Equally valuable, Mr. Drum pointed 
out, would be the new show window 
space created along the routes of the 
proposed pedestrian lower level walks, 
which, under the present plans, would 
be lined with white enameled tile, suit-, 
ably paneled and attractively illum- 
inated. 


These Routes Proposed. 

The Blair plan, contemplating the 
unification of the surface and elevated 
lines and the use of the city’s 340,000, 
000 traction fund for subway construc 
tion, suggests immediate g 
of subways along the following routes 


1. A four track subway in State 
street, from Division street to 18th 
street, for the joint use of elevated 
trains and surface car trains in tgo 
car units; and

3. A two track subway in Jackson 
boulevard from Grant park to Frank- 
lin street to connect with the exist- 
ing Van Buren street tunnel and to 
be used by the lines trains. 


Cost of System. 

The cost of such a subway system, 
it is estimated, would not exceed 839, 
400,000. Pedestrian subways along 
these routes in the business district 
would cost approximately $175 to $250 
per front foot of abutting property, 
} according to Mr. Drum. The four or 
' five miles of such pedestrian subways 
planned for the loop district, if con- 
structed simultaneously with the trac- 
tion tubes, would cost between $4,000.- 
000 and -$5,000,000, according to the 
extent of architectural decoration em- 
ployéd, he estimated. 


The proposed pedestrian subways, as 
now planned, would connect with the 
State and Washington street traction 
subways as. well as with practically 
all of the stores, steam railroad pas 
senger stations, office buildings, and 
theaters in the loop. 


A similar pedestrian subway designed 
by Mr. Drum and constructed in New 
York in 33d street, connecting the 
Pennsylvania railroad station on 7th 
avenue with Herald square, is now 
one of that city’s busiest thorough. 
fares, particularly on stormy days 
when hundreds of thousands of pedes- 
trians use the passageway. 


More Rush Hour Capacity. 


The Blair plan of traction and pedes- 
trian subways will not only provide a 
larger measure of rapid transit but, 
Mr. Drum asserted, it will increase the 
rush hour capacity of the unified sys- 
tem and relieve street traffic conges- 
tion. The Washington street and 
Jackson boulevard surface car sub- 
ways will make it possible to traverse 
the distance between Halsted and 
State streets five minutes quicker than

SOMETHING. 


Shidehara, Japanese foreign minister, addressing 
the diet Wednesday, spoke of the American ex- 
clusion act as something which for the present was 
outside profitable discussion, but he said that no 
nation could maintain the position America has 
assumed towards the rest of the world. : 

“The earth was not made,” he said, “to suit 
the will of a single power. No nation, however 
powerful, however rich, can have its own way in 
the council of nations. History shows that all 
attempts made by any power relying on its own 
strength, resources, and force will be doomed to 
t is true that the lasting interest 
of a nation may secured only by according to 
other nations a fair deal. Upon this faith we 


The literal thought of this is that a nation does 
mot own its territory, resources, and natural ad 
vantages, but has them as trustee for other bene- 


It does not have sovereignty and control, but must 
concede the equity of the world and the common 
interests of men. Italy had preceded Japan in 
Aying this, but not with the official voice of gov- 
ernment. 

The literal application of it is that Japanese 
have a right to send settlers to the California, 
Oregon, and Washington fruit and farm lands and 
inte the British Columbia lands and the grair 
fields of western Canada. It is that Italy has the 
right to send laborers to work in the United States 

This doctrine is literally true. Americans have 
mo rights in this land which any superior force 
ever has respected or need respect if it cares to 
do otherwise.

A young girl froze to death the other day upon 
the granite structure of Long's peak. She had 
climbed the sheer east wall and reached the top 
with her companion after the sunset. Darkness 
came as they worked slowly down, The wind 
rose and the snow trampled them with savage feet. 

Tomorrow is another day on Long's peak. Other 
young girls and men will scale the precipice that 
lurches over Chasm lake. They will work in dark- 
ness down the Trough and stumble somehow onto 
the shattered snows and granites of the Boulder 
field. Others will leave the half way house and 
the shelter of scrub firs at the timber line for the 
useless rock and wind above. Youth always 
comes on. 

The mountain above Estes park rides: like the 


sheer bow of a ship over the ridges of the Conti- 


nental divide. It is blunt and threatening, and 
the young pirates “who board it risk all and gaia 
all under the black flag of darkness and storms, 
Its 14,000 feet or so of granite will be a monument 
to youth. 

There was a meeting last week in memory 
of George Bastian. He was a TRIBUNE Copy- 
reader, an author of a book on editing, an instruc- 
tor in a university, a youth. He was 43 years 
old and his hair was white, but friends who knew 
him better than the year of his birth wagered 
that he was under 32.

It is & 
useless beckoning, but youths will answer and 
make it fierce necessity. They will keep coming 


on until Everest is climbed. 


Sam Kyle is a bad boy of a good family, says 
an officer of the Juvenile court. He is 12 years 
old. He steals. He runs away. He burns on like 
a fire from one misdeed to another, and there is 
no moral fire squad to put him out. More than. 
2,000 young fires of this sort are dealt with in a 
year by the Juvenile court. More than 1,400 of 
them are boys. Six hundred are girls. 

Sam Kyle is youth shot by some clumsy misdi- 
rection at the wrong target. He is an energy and 
a strange compulsion. These youths come along 
like waves driven by a distant storm that no one 
sees, and the coasts they beat upon are not always 
of their own choosing. 

A Spanish writer says that motor cars are 
changing youths and honeymoons by making them 
discursive, fast traveling, and silent. The static 
stimulations of the glass and grape and romantic 
conversation give way, no doubt, to geographic 
thrills and the zest of speed. Youth is projectile. 
It is gratuitous, and its eagerness for · instruments 
of movement show its unplanned urgency and 
pressure onward to life’s frontiers. 

Many youths have crossed thoge frontiers. They 
drive intensely on in blind migrations across fa- 
miliar fields and beyond the borders of our know!l- 
edge to new lands, Last year Anatole France and 
Duse crossed those frontiers.

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THROAT TUBERCULOSIS. 
ESS than a generation ago Sir Mo- 
rell Mackenzie, the leading ahroat 
specialist or als generation, wrote 
that no cases of tuberculosis of 
the larynx ever survived; that to tell a 
man he had tuberculosis of the throat 
was to read his death warrant. Now 
another English throat specialist tells 
of curing 119 cases of tuberculosis out 


‘of 477 treated. He has been keeping 
‘close records for ten years. In that time 
he has treated 2,540 cases of consump- 
tion of the lungs. Two-thirds of all the 
cases in whic the lungs were involved, 
but the throat was sound, are now alive. 
On the other hand, of the nearly 500 
cases of consumption where there was 
throat involvement, two-thirds are dead. 
Tuberculosis of the throat is a serious 
disease. In the most hopeful note that 
has ever been sounded as to this die- 
ease, the limit of the claims made is that 
at the end of a ten year period one-third 
of the cases are alive. Treatment has 
stiil a long distance to go before it will 
be satisfactory. 


— 

In treating consumption of the lungs 
and throat, Thomson could arrest the 
progress of the disease in the lungs if he 
could first arrest it in the throat. But 
never in a single case did he use an 
arrest of the progress of the lung dis- 
ease so long as the disease in the throat 
was active. In treating tuberculosis of 
the throat he had no success with va- 
pors, sprays, atomizers, and local appl!- 
cations of drugs and he long ago dis- 
carded them. All of his cases get the 
rest-diet-open air treatment. His special 
treatment is the silence cure. The pa- 
tient is forbfüden to speak aloud, to 
cough aloud, or to make any loud sound. 
Some patients are permitted to whisper, 
though not much of that is allowed. The 
better way is not even to permit whis- 
perimg. He reports seventy-three cases 
cured by the silence treatment. Women 
stand the trials of this treatment better 
than men do—notwithstanding vaude- 
ville jokes to the contrary.

Some of his cases he treated with the 
cautery. Out of seventy-four treated 
that way forty-six got well. In this 
country they are using the sunlight on 
these cases. At least in some places they 
are. Sunlight is reflected into and down 
the throat by means of specially con- 
structed metal mirrors.

In the days that prefaced the in- 
vention of the typewriter, linotype ma- 
chines, telephones, electric lights, and 
other indispensables of the journalistic 
world today, Mr. Sherman began his 
newspaper work as Hyde Park corre 
spondent for THES TRIBUNE, and was 
subsequently connected with the Inter 
Ocean, the Record-Herald, and other 
Chicago newspapers.

When a reporter left the office 
then,“ he said, “he was lost until he 
got back. There was no such thing as 
keeping in touch with the editor by 
telephone. Sidewalks were wooden, 
trolley cars were just being introduced, 
and I have seen at least one mud 
puddle in a main street of the city, 
with a sign erected, ‘No bottom here.’

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| Se ae 
Equipping Your Boy 
for Life of Success 
and Congenial Work

William E. Knox, who was recently 
elected president of the American 
Bankers’ association, an organization 
of 22,000 members, lays stress on the 
need of parents leaving to their chil- 
Aren an heritage that is greater than 
money: the heritage of the right kind 


ef education which shall equip them 
for a “life of usefulness, content, and 
success.” 

Education is differently translated by 
different persons. To some it mans 
special training. Again, it spells a eub- 
jection of mind and body to such disci- 
pline as shall enable the boy or the girl 
to get the most out of life and to use 
his or her capacities to the greatest ad- 
vantage. 

Thinking persons today acht that 
up to now merely the pionecring has 
been done in American business, Amer- 
can trades, in American professions. 
There are few lines where any satura- 
tion point has been reached. The main 
thing is for a boy to get the work 
which interests him and then stick 
at it. 


“But what * I do?“ asks the 
echoolboy. 

“What are you going to do?“ asks 
his friends. 

What can he do that will suit him 
dest? ask his anxious parents. 

There are many ways of securing 
helpful advice on this subject. One 
way is to talk it over with men of expe 
rience along different lines. Another 
is reading books by men who have 
many useful facts to give out. 

There are excellent books to be had 
on occupations. Some of thei are 
new, others are more or less stand ud. 
Gowan and Wheatley’s “ Occupativns,” 
which has recently been reprinted and 
revised, is a splendid book of this sort 
for the growing boy. It attempts con- 
scientiously to be of help in enabling 
boys to find their place in the occupa- 
tional world by outlining many hun- 
dreds of different kinds of work and 
showing the close relationship between 
education for the growing boy and the 
place he is going to fill in business or 
industry. The boy who drifts into man- 
hood without definite aim is apt to dis- 
cover blindly his inabilities and have 
to start all over again.

Ag in the case of the boy deciding 
what he will do, so it is with the boy 
seeking work. He should study his 
own fitness, his own capgbilities, and 
know them. 

Indeed, so many square pegs there 
are in round holes these days that a 
new profession has sprung up: that of 
employment counselor.
